"It Is probable that soon after the 
first of the year Marksberry will be 
given a preliminary trial In Bracken 
county, and If I am employed In this 
case, I will seek to have ample pro- 
tor my client," said Attorney 
"If necessary, I will appeal 
Morrow or request the 
county authorities to do this 
that Marksberry Is afforded

Llsxle Brown, daughter of Uncle 
Harrison Clay, well known old color- 
ed man of the East end, was brought 
before Judge Newell and a Jury In Cir- 
cuit Court this morning for a lunacy 
inquest. She was found to be of un- 
sound mind and will be taken to the 
state asylum for the Insane at Lexing- 
ton for treatment 

The age of the woman could not be 
ascertained. Her father, who was not 
certain about his age but thought he 
was about 87 or 88, sr.'d that his 
daughter was born several years be- 
fore the war. He said that he was 
sold Into the South when the dsughter 
was about five years of age and that 
he was In the South several years be- 
fore the war. Upon gaining his free- 
dom, he said he returned to Maysvllle 
and found his dsnghter married She 
Is now a widow and resides with him 
Several nights ago the aged woman 
slipped from her home and was found 
on the C. & O. railroad track. She told 
those who found her that she had plan 
ned to throw herself in front of the 
first train that came along. She Is 
also said to have begged members of 
her family to cut her throat and has 
carried a rasor about her home. 

A guard from the state asylum Is 
expected to arrive tomorrow to take 
the woman to Lexington.

daughter.

As Mrs. Gardner was leaving, how- 
ever, she called back: "Remember 
what I said, Laurene — not an answer 
must you make to their questions."

Jewish Relief Committee Send* Sup- 
ply of Floor to Folk* la 
Jerusalem.

New York, December 29.— Poland* 
deatltute Jewa, who have gone food less 
through five years or Joyless holidays, 
will celebrate the Feast of the Pass- 
over this year with real unleavened 
bread. 

Funds raised by the American Jew- 
ish Relief Committee and its kindred 
organisations are making it possible 
for Poland's three million suffering 
JewB to have their "matzoth" or un- 
leavened bread at their Passover 
feasts this year, although the "mat- 
aoth" will be the only reminder to 
these starving people of the sumptu- 
ous feasts they used to have before 
starvation and disease began thinning 
their ranks. 

Flour Is to be shipped to Poland at 
once by the Joint Distribution Com- 
mittee which directs the relief work 
'of American Jewish Relief organisa- 
tion funds. Destitute Polish Jews 
will be employed to manufacture the 
unleavened bread, which according to 
plans of the Joint Distribution Com- 
mittee, will give employment to sever- 
al thousand men, women and children 
and help to revitalise the baking In- 
dustry In addition to providing needy 
Jews with food during the holidays. 

Daring the four days beginning to- 
day Harvard 1'nlverslty will entertain 
the annual sessions of the Amerlcal 
Anthropological Association, the Amer 
lean Psychological Association, and 
tho American Folk-U>re Association.
